left worthy to help in the shaping 
of the state’s policy. 
However, 
the 
Folkist theorist 
condescendingly 
perm its the 
so- 
called minorities to rem ain in the 
state, on condition that they are 
kept 
under 
control of the Aryan 
population. 
He classifies as Jew s all people 
possibly having in their line of an­ 
cestry some trace of Jewish blood, 
and would bar them from positions 
under the state. 
However, with this definition he 
will find it hard to rally more than 
a dozen of people. 
The 
Folkist 
leaders at present have 
a 
hard 
time, as it is, to ward off the at­ 
tacks of some other

though it is conceded

glory, yet it is denied the honor 
of having been a Folkist state, at 
least not of the kind the present 
Folkist intend to m ake their state.

hope to be near th a t ultim ate goal 
is

pictured 
by 
Prof. 
von 
Freytagh-Loringhoven’s own words 
in the draft 
of his 
constitution. 
“The present state is facing ruin,” 
he declares, “and the way is free 
for the inauguration of the Folkist 
state.”

“This is due to the heavy use of 
lead in pipes and paint in the build­ 
ing industry of this country and in 
European reconstruction work, to 
the large am ount of lead required 
for telephone cables and for stor­ 
age batteries for use in automo­ 
biles and, to a less extent, in radio 
I gutlitt. 


States, Mexico. 
Spain, 
A ustralia 
and Germany are 
the 
principal 
lead-producing 
countries 
of 
the 
world. Before the w ar these coun­ 
tries w ere responsible for approxi­ 
m ately four-fifths of the 
world’s 
output of lead. During the last ten 
years, however, there has been a 
m arked change in the relative posi­ 
tion of this group. The output of 
lead in both Spain and 
Germany 
has declined greatly and Austral-, 
ian production is also som ewhat 
reduced; the United 
States 
has 
strengthened its position as prin­ 
cipal producer and Mexican pro­ 
duction has increased greatly. 
“The heavy consumption in 
the 
United States, shortage of supplies 
in European m arkets and the un­ 
certain 
Mexican 
situation 
have 
combined to raise the price of lead 
to a point but little below the w ar­ 
tim e peak. Prices have 
recently 
declined som ewhat from this high 


“Under ordinary circum stances a ^ 
strong and well-sustained demand! 
for a commodity serves to increase 
the supply of th a t m aterial. 
The 
great activity of the mines 
and 
sm elters of this country indicates 
an increasing rate of output of lead 
and it is probable that the lead in­ 
dustries of other 
countries 
are 
similarly 
affscted.

When p eo p le catch co ld at this time o f y ear, 
they usually b lame it o n changing to o suddenly to 
light-weight clo thes. 
A medical autho rity tells us 
that, while it is risk y to mak e an ab rup t change in 
the warmth o f garm ents, the usual cause o f sp ring 
ep idemics o f co lds is this: 
During the w inter germs hav e accumulated o n 
sidewalk s and streets which are used as munici­ 
p al cusp ido rs. As warm w eather co mes, the dust 
in the streets dries and b egins flo ating aro und in 
the air. This dust carries 
the 
w inter 
cro p 
o f 
germs with it. The germs lo dge o n muco us mem­ 
b ranes o f no se and thro at. An ep idemic o f co lds fo l­ 
lo ws. One wo uld no t b e immune ev en if he wo re a 
germ-filter o v er mo uth and no strils. 
It 
has b een 
scientifically p ro v ed that germs can enter the b o dy 
thro ugh the ey es. 
The p o p ular no tio n is that a p erio d 
o f 
wet 
w eather starts an ep idemic o f co lds. 
As a m atter 
o f fact, mo re co lds are “caught" during dusty warm 
sp ells. The germs are held in check b y the resisting 
p o wers o f the b o dy . In damp o r rainy w’eather, p eo ­ 
p le get their feet wet. Or they get chilled b y chang­ 
ing to o quick ly to light-weight garm ents and o ther 
way s. This chilling lo wers the b o dy 's 
resistance. 
The germs, which entered the b o dy b efo re clo thes 
were changed, o r during co lder o r drier weather, 
no w b egin to multip ly . The result is a sev ere co M. 
So me health autho rities claim that co lds in cit­ 
ies co uld b e reduced at least b y half if streets and 
sidewalk s were flushed with w ater fro m hy drants 
to carry germ-laden dust do wn the sewers, instead, 
cities wait until the dust is dry , then sweep 
it-* 
p artly into heap fo r co llecto rs, b ut also into the aif 
where it is b reathed into no se, thro at and lungs. 
It wo uldn’t co st much to get the fire ho ses o ut 
and giv e the streets and sidewalk s a tho ro ugh clean­ 
sing—-a v irtual sterilizatio n, in fact. A few wise cities 
do this. The same p ro cess ap p lies to the ho me. Germs 
are carried in o n the sho es. They co llect in rugs. 
Sweep ing with a b ro o m stirs them into the air. 
A 
v acuum cleaner fo r sweep ing and a wet clo th fo r 
dusting are p o werful health p ro tecto rs.
